Of course, this only hanpans under eer- 
calB cobdltlons, and the effect is negligible for a single Insect, but given a 
««am of the little things, the llid>t would be a strange iBresslon Indeed. Con¬ 
stantly changing shape, oulaatlng, this light fron a large awara could be, la 
Che opinion of Callalian and Kankln, olstaken for a UFO. Ihey even suggested a 
valuable array of inforaaclon that could be gleaned fron checking UFO reports: 
tracking Insect migration. 

This reminded me of something 1 once read about the Lobbock lights of Texas. 
In chs 19S0’s, several college professors were observing the sky In a study of 
mlcronateorltes, when they suddenly saw a "V'-ahaoed formation of green lights 
fly quickly overhead, travelling the entire sky In only three to four seconds. 
Thsn another "flight” was seen, Chen about a few nlnucea later, another. In the 
weeks that followod, hundreds of other witnesses observed the phenomenon, and a 
few photograohe were taken. The people were stumped, but Project Blue Book (or 
wso It Project Rrudge at that tlsm?) inveacigaced and decided that the arrays of 
objects ware nothing but silgraclng, low-flying olover (ducks), whose bellies 
were reflecting chs glow from etreec lights. This was, of course, lonedlately 
ridiculed by quite a lot of Individuals, but some cried to duplicate the photo¬ 
graphs of the Lubbock lights by taking pictures of the ducks under Che same con¬ 
ditions. Qnfortunatelv, chev failed* the ducks slmoly didn't want to eo-operaCs, 
and tha lighting was too din. ''et others. Including one person I talked to In 
Manitoba, said ha had seen the effect nanv times while hunting (1 know, ny grao- 
nar faltered on chat one). By far the nmet intriguing idea was erooosed by 1. 
Jaroma Stanton, in his book, "Flying Saucers: Hoax or Reality" (Belmont, 1966). 

In It, he explained chat the Lubbock Lights were caused by Che eccaecllghts re¬ 
flecting off the wings of low-flying moths .
